“The greatest teachers,'” he sold, “are
not to be found in the public schools,
In the colleges, In nny of thege instl-
tutiony, for those who rvank above ull

County Superintendent Taylor next
delivered a short addresy, In which he
urged on the teachers the necessity of
ragularly recding at least two rellable
educutional journalg, and In malntialn-
Ing & lUvely Interest In nll advances
and  forward movements in #ehool
work.

Aftor the reports of eommitees, Dr
Sherman. Davis gave another of his
“Nature Stadies” tnlks, dwelling par-
ticularly on the characteristies of the
ndolegeent oy, At thig perlod the lad's
Ideals are boginning to be formed and
he lg more suseeptible than at any time
during his Hie. At the cloge of his ud-
dress Superintendent Taylor dismissed
the Instfiute, amd about three hundred
teachers led through the big doors
anmnd seprated, after one of the most
heneficln! and Interesting annunl as-
semblies held in the history of Lackn-
winnie county school work.

Ing il Instructive, and the attention

work were abundant evidences of the
appreciation of the county teachers of
the excellent programme arranged Cor
